IN OREGON CASE!

Secretary Must Pass on Entries Within
Two Years When Reecelpt
Hns Been Issoed.

Under a declslon rendered Weadnes.
day by Judge Anderson. of the Su-
preme Court of the District of Colum-~
bin, the Becretary of the Interior will
not herenfter be permitted to hold up
Indefinitely land entries agalonst which
apecific charges are not pending, but
whenever o receiver’s recaipt has been
Issued, must pass upen the Issuance of
patent within two years

This degislon wos handed down In
the case of the Grund Rapids Timber
Company ve. Secrvetary of the Interior,
the timber company having purchased
geverial Silete entries In  Oregon In
1902, In the Fall of that year o spec-
ial agent of the Land Office reported
that there was veason to belleve this
particular land was not taken In good
fuith by the homesteaders, Lut no
evidence 1o sustaln this susplcion wes
presented.  Nevertheless the depart-
ment his since refused to {ssue patent.

Secretary Can't Hold Up Clalms,

Recontly the Secretary of the Inter-
lor divected the cancellution of these
purtloular entries and the Grand Hap-
Ids Company, an innocent purchaser,
through Attorneys Duape B, Fox and
Franklin Boughton Fox, of this city,
filed sult for injunction to prevent onn-
cellation, asserting that no protest
had been made agalnst the entries
within two years, as requlred by the
act of March 3, 1801, for the special
agent's report, while made within two
vears from the lssuance of the re-
celver's receipt, wus not sufficlent in
law, In that It falled to show whereln
the entries were made in violation of
Inw,

The SBecretary flled a8 demurrer,
alleging that title to the land was in
the¢ United States, which eannol be
sued, that the courts cannot Interfere
with the Secretary while the lnnd re-
mains unpatented and that the report
of 8 apecial agent was filed within the
meaning of the dct, and that "if the
argument in support of the Secratary’'s
demurrer were allowed to prevail, the
not of Congress would be without
force or meaning.” The demurrer
wns overruled.
